ment'. It is well knomi that Jlr. Ilcne.v hns won a great reputation for 
conducting campaigns against, polilicnl corruptionist,s; and if. is naturally 
assumed that, his course in reference to the proposed investigation would 
be quite sensational. 
Secretary Mellon, therefore, appealed lo the presi- 


dent and I'he message-from the White House was Ilia result.
